Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Examiner submits that Bianco IS A PROPER 
103(a) reference. Bianco's date qualifies it as a 102(a) since it was published before the instant application, and also qualifies as a 102(e) 
since it is a patent to an aplication filed prior to the instant application. Applicant's arguments are not persuasive. Furthermore, Bianco 
teaches verifying encrypted data, and Meister teaches using Euclidean distance, therefore, the fact that Applicant claims the data is 
encrypted data is not persuasive, since it would have been obvious in view of the COMBINATION of Bianco and Meister to use Euclidean 
data within the system of Bianco. The arguments are not persuasive. 
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
